In  presenting  irc’’  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1952  my  first  and 
obvious  duty  is  to  comment  on  the  general  health  of  the  population 
vdiich  resides  in  the  six  County  Districts  vdiich  make  up  health  Area 
No,7o  I  should  like  to  make  it  clear  at  the  outset  that  much  of  ¥/hat 
I  have  to  say  in  this  respect  is  based  not  on  incontrovertible  facts 
and  figures  but  on  opinions  and  impressions  I  have  formed  v/hile  living 
and  working  amongst  the  people  of  this  part  of  Corin/all.  The  more 
obvious  matters  of  being  born,  of  dying,  of  contracting  disease  can  be 
measured  with  some  deg;ree  of  precision,  and  their  impact  upon  the 
community  can  be  compared  with  that  of  previous  years  or  that  of  other 
communities  in  the  same  year,  Por  matters  of  life  and  death  our 
yardstick  is  reasonably  effective  b^  t  for  assessing  tliC  relationship

Rural  District  and  Saltash  "  orough  shov7Gd  small  increase  in 
population.  Thf3  total  number  of  births  742  shows  a  srir.,!!  increase 
over  tho  1951  figure  and  the  birth  rate  s’lews  a  corresponding  small 
increase □  The  total  number  of  deaths  709  sliows  a  decrease  as  compared 
with  the  1951  figure  of  72  6,  and  the  death  rate  is  beloY/  the  1951  rate. 
The  rates  for  nmtcrnal  m.ortality,  and  iiifant  mortality  show  sniall 
increases  as  compared  with  those  of  1951,  but  the  numbers  are  not 
largo  enough  to  allov/  of  any  useful  deductions  being  draYgi,  As  far  as 
the  principal  well-defined  causes  of  death  are  concerned  heart  disease 
again  figures  as  the  most  prominent  caTno  of  death,  with  cancer  as  the 
next  most  coMnon  cause,  followed  by  cerebral  vascular  lesions  (.:.troke). 
In  1952  hos.rt  disease  caused  39'/°  of  the  total  deaths  a  small  rodYiction 
over  the  1951  figure  of  41%=  On  the  other  hand  cancer  as  a  cause  of 
death  has  shov/n  an  absolute  increase  from  92  1^^-  1951  to  101  in  1952, 
representing  a' relative  increase  from  12. bp  to  l4o44  of  tho  total 
deaths.

compiled  an  additional  appendix  -  Appendix  2  -  v/hich  provides  a  more 
detailed  analysis  of  the  two  most  numerous  caYisos  of  death  -  heart 
disease  and  cancer.  In  recent  years  the  attention  of  tho  medical 
profession  and  tho  general  public  has  been  increasingly  drav/n  to 
coronary  disease  as  a  frcc[ucnt  cause  of  sudden  death,  Y7hich  strikes 
down  men  and  women  who  have  ap 'eared  to  be  healthy,  and  v7ho  in  many 
instances  vi^oro  not  av7arc  thr.t  they  suffered  fran  heart  disease.  In 
coronary  disease  the  blood  vessels  wkich  supply’ 
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heart  itself  become  diseased  as  a  result  of  y/Iiic;i  the  blood  suauly  to 
the  heart  muscle  is  interfered  with  and  fails.  Tuis  disease  of" the 
coronary  arteries  is  part  of  the  general  pattern  of  disease  which 
affects  the  arteries  of  the  body  from  middle  af^e  oiward,  and  comes 
under  the  popular  description  of  hardening  of' the  arteries". 

Certain  features  about  coronary  disease  are  difficult  to  understand 
explain.  It  is  for  instanco  more  common  in  those  v/hose  occuprtion 
involves  irental  strain  and  v/orry,  and  less  common  in  those  whose 
occupaoion  involves  physical  exertion.  It  would  therefore  appear  to  be 
like  peptic  ulcer,  a  disease  brougnt  about  by  the  vyojrry,  stress  and  the 
increased  tempo  of  modern  civilized  conditions, 
been  done  and  is  being  done  to  find  out  'Nhy  ma.ir3 

particularly  nis  coronary  artex’ies,  snould  degenerate,  become  diseased 
and  fail  long  before  his  other  tissues  have  worn  out.  h'hilt  certain 
facts  are  known,  and  certain  deductions  arc  possible  there  is  at  present 
no  real  answer  to  tho  problem  of  coronary  disease  which  continues  to 
take  its  tragic  toll  in  sudden  death.  It  can  be  seen  from  the  fi-Tires 
in  Appendix  2  that  during  1952  coronary  disease  caused  30'o  of  ell  deaths 
from  heart  disease  in  this  Area.

In  a  world  wnere  many  oi  tlio  diseases  v/liich  formerly  caused 
Gariy  or  untimely  death  have  boon  greatly  reduced  in  numbers,  cancer 
stands  out  in  shnrper  relief  as  a  ver3^  potent  cause  of  death.  In  this 
Area  it  was  during  I952  second  in  the  list  of  principal  causes  of  death, 
accounting  for  14%  of  all  deaths  during  the  year.  Of  the  clearly 
defined  cancers  that  affecting  the  stomach  was  numorically  •'Ti’eatest,  but 
the  less  well-defined  cancers  which  appear  in  Appendix  2  under  the  head 
various  other  cancers"  wore  responsible  for  the  greatest  n\'.mber  of 
deaths.

If 
the  general  public  is  to  be  informed  <about  cancer,  such  information  must 
bo  convoyed  in  the  most  careful  and  tactful  maiiuor,  and  oven  tlion,  it  may 
not  bo  possible  to  avoid  creating  in  some  individuals  a  cancer  phobia" 
with  all  its  attendant  unhapxDincss.  Wiia.t  we  really  want  to  get  across  tc 
people  is  the  fact  that  mucii  cancer  is  curable  if  it  is  taken  in  hand  in 
its  early  stages.  dhothcr  this  can  bo  dono  without  causing  undue  alarm, 
is  somotning  on  which  it  is  most  difficult  to  form  a  reliable 
Probably  nothing  short  of  Gxp’.;rimv.nital  cancer  education 
would  yield  reliable  information  on  the  subject.

In  con*icction  with  poliom3/-elitic 
able  to  report  tli;it  as  a  .result  of  intensive 
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roscarch  v/ork,  principally  in  America,  the  proapect  of  preparing*  a 
vaccine  to  prevent  the  onoet  of  polioiryclitis  io  ‘brishterc  It  is  as 
yet  much  too  early  to  say  whether  the  solution  to  the  control  of 
poliomyelitis  is  in  sight  hut  we  have  good  hopes  that  it  is  not  too  far 
away.  I  am  also  glad  to  he  ahle  to  report  that  a  vaccine  to  protect 
against  whooping  cough  was  made  available  tov/ards  the  end  of  the  year. 
Although  it  may  not  have  the  spectacular  success  v/hich  attended  tho 
use  of  ante-diphtheritic  vacciiie  we  hope  it  .  ay  reduce  t’lc  incidence 
and  severity  of  whooping  cough  amongst  children.  Iliilst  oa  the  subject 
of  prot'wCtivo  inoculation,  may  I  add  voice  to  th.ose  vf  .o  have  warned 
of  the  danger  of  becoming  careless  or  indifferent  about  having  young 
children  protected  against  diphtheria.  Many  young  parents  have  hazy 
memories  of  the  disease,  and  because  it  seldom  rears  its  ugly  head  in 
their  midst,  they  may  become  confirmed  in  the  belief  that  diphtheria  has 
disappeared  from  the  world  and  there  is  no  need  to  have  their  children 
protected  against  it.  It  carmot  be  repeated  too  often  or  with  too  m,uch 
emphasis,  that  unless  the  immunity  of  young  children  against  didthoria 
is  maintained  by  timely  immunisation,  this  disease  v/ill  again  come 
amongst  us  to  reap  its  tragic  harvest  of  young  lives.

inappropriately  knovm  as  ‘'problem  families-'.  The  great  majority  of 
these  families  a^-c  characterized  by  mental  subnormality,  coupled  with  a 
fine  disregard  for  the  rules  of  life  and  conduct  v/hich  govern  our  highly 
organised  scejety.  Of  the  parents  the  father  is  capable  of  lo'w-gradc 
unskilled  work  only,  and  iricay  often  .  be  irregularly  employed  or  uncrnplej'-od 
The  mother  is  usually  a  hopeless  rnr.nagcr  and  housekeeper  vaio  soon  gives 
up  the  unequal  struggle  against  tho  filth  and.  squalor  v/hich  she  and  her 
family  create  all  about  thorn,  k  considerable  part  of  the  family  income 
is  spent  on  tobacco  and  alcohol,  and  the  remainder  is  frittered  away  bj^ 
poor  domestic  econoig,/,  Wiien  first  encoujitered  tho  state  of  tho  family 
may  be  ascribed  to  poor  housing  conditions,  but  a  transfer  to  a  bettor 
house  with  reasonable  amenities  makes  little  difference  to  the  mode  of 
life  of  a  true  problem  family.  On  the  contrary  the  increased  rent  of 
such  a  house  lays  upon  them  an  incroased  burden  which  most  of  them, 
cannot  or  v/ill  not  carry.  Add  to  this  the  damage  and  d.elapidat ion 
they  cause  in  the  house,  and  the  sense  of  resentment  their  presence 
engenders  in  their  more  normal  neighbours,  and  it  is  not  difficulty  to 
appreciate  the  reluctance  of  housing  authorities  to  accoTJt  these  families 
as  tenants.

Ac  a  Eiatter  of  interest  there 
are  in  this  Area  abouu  3©  families  who  provide  in  greater  or  less  degree 
some  problem  to  our  social  workers  which  calls  for  frequent  visiting, ^ 
and  much  effect  to  improve  and  educate  them  to  a  better  standard  of  life 
for  themselves,  and  a  better  standard  of  behaviour  towards  the  rest  of 
the  community.  Progress  can  be  and  often  is  painfully  slov/,  out  v/c 
always  hope  for  better  things  from  the  growing  generation  of  these 
families,  and  hire  and  there  our  hopes  are  rev/arded,  Cne  t'ling  bej/ond 
doubt  is  the  necessity  to  continue  helping  even  the  v/orst  and  most 
hopeless  of  thene  families.  To  abandon  them  to  their  own  devices

1932,  Several  cases  of  old  persons  living  alone  in  squalid  and 
ins,anitary  conditions  came  to  nouice  during  the  yoar.  In  somo  c 
old  persons  were  persuaded  to  accept  accommodation  in  a  hospital 
institutidn  where  they  could  bo  carod  for,  and  in  other  cases 
assistaxice  provided  by  relatives,  home  helps,  and  the  dist'i’ict

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ideal  conditions  they  v/ere  much  happier.  It  has  heen  said  tliat  in 
modern  times  old  people  are  being  left  a  great  deal  to  fend  for 
themselves  as  far  as  care  and  assistance  from  relatives  is  concerned. 

This  is  unfortunately  true  in  manj,^  cases  and  is  an  inevitable  result  of 
the  state  of  mind  which  the  Welfare  State  creates  in  many  people,  in 
consequence  of  which  they  believe  that  the  state  is  able  and  v/illing  to 
take  over  their  personal  cares  and  responsibilities.  On  the  other  hand 
v/e  must  in  justice  take  cognisance  of  the  genuine  difficulties  which 
prevent  many  v/ell-intentioned  people  from  caring  for  their  old  relatives 
One  of  these  is  the  physical  separation,  sometimes  by  long  distances, 
between  old  people  and  their  kin.  This  is  one  of  the  results  of  o-asy 
travel  and  the  tendency  of  younger  people  to  move  away  from  mainly 
rural  areas  to  larger  centres  of  population.  Another  difficulty 
encountered  in  these  cases  is  the  friction  and  dissension  which  results 
from  the  differing  outlook  of  old  people,  and  their  younger  relatives, 
and  here  it  must  be  admitted  that  some  old  persons  can  be  extremely 
cantankerous,  and  make  unreasonable  demands  on  those  who  endeavour  to 
care  for  them,  I  do  not  wish  to  over-emphasise  or  dwell  undiy  on  these 
shortcomings  and  the  difficulties  they  create,  but  I  think  it  only  right 
that  they  should  be  known.  If  all  that  one  might  v/ish  to  do  for  old 
people  in  the  closing  years  of  their  lives  is  not  alv/ays  done,  the  blame 
cannot  always  be  placed  on  those  who  may  have  tried  to  help.  A  great 
many  old  people  are  happy  living  alone,  and  manage  very  well  with  a 
little  outside  assistance.  In  some  cases  ho\7evcr  the  failing  capacity, 
part  mental,  part  physical,  of  old  people  to  care  for  themselves 
manifests  itself  in  the  falling  away  of  their  living  standards.  Their 
houses  become  verminous  and  insanitary,  and  they  themselves  become 
filthy  in  person,  and  habits.  They  moreover  suffer  from  malnutrition 
because  of  their  inability  to  prepare  proper  meals  for  themselves,  whilst 
their  dependence  of  paraffin  oil  for  heating,  and  lighting  creates  a 
considerable  danger  of  fire  for  themselves  and  their  neighbours.  Such 
are  the  pathetic  cases  of  old  persons  v/hich  come  to  my  notice,  and  in 
which  I  am  forced  to  intervene  to  persuade  thera  to  accept  outside  help 
or  to  move  into  a  hospital  or  institution  where  they  v/ill  be  cared  for, 
V’/here  persuasion  fails  I  am  empoY/ered  to  bring  the  case  before  a  Court 
of  Summary  Jurisdiction  where  if  the  Bench  thinks  fit  an  order  for  the 
rem.oval  of  the  old  person  may  be  made,  I  personally  do  not  like  this 
procedure,  involving  as  it  does  the  removal  of  the  liberty  of  the 
subject,  but  as  an  official  I  should  feel  bound  to  make  use  of  it  if 
I  should  encounter  a  person  'vTio  proved  unreasonable  about  the  conditions 
under  which  they  lived.  I  am  glad  to  say  that  during  1952  I  had  no 
reason  to  take  an;^’’  such  case  before  the  Bench,  although  in  some  cases  I 
was  driven  very  close  to  having  to  do  so,  and  I  feel  that  sooner  or 
later  the  necessity  for  this  course  of  action  v/ill  arise 

The  provision  of  adequate  housing  still  continues  to  be  of  prime 
importance  in  promoting  and  advancing  the  health  and.  happiness  of  the 
community.  It  is  true  that  the  very  heavj’  dem.and  of  the  years 
immediately  after  the  war  has  ceased,  especially  in  the  two  Rural 
Districts  in  this  area,  but  in  the  Boroughs  and  Urban  Districts  the 
demand  for  rehousing  continues  to  be  heavy.  In  this  area,  the 
relatively  limited  size  of  the  building  industry  has  restricted  the 
amount  of  new  building  which  can  be  undc??taken  but  \7ithin  these 
limitations  all  the  District  Councils  concerned  have  done  their  best  to 
satisfy  existing  demsjids. 

As  far  as  water  supply  v/as  concerned  the  main  development  was  the 
completion  of  the  trunk  main  from  St.  Clear  to  Polruan,  This  will  put 
an  end  to  the  severe  v/ator  shortage  which  in  the  past  has  made  life  in 
the  sunirier  montlis  so  uncomfortable  in  this  popular  holiday  resort,  and 
in  addition  will  solve  the  water  supplj^  problem  at  some  places  along 
the  line  of  the  main,  notably  Dobv/alls,  where  a  start  can  now  be  mado 
in  providing  some  new  houses.  The  next  slep  in  this  comprehensive  schem.e 
would  appear  to  be  construction  of  intake  works  on  the  River  Powey,  and 
the  provision  of  a  now  main  from  these  works  to  enlarged  works  and 
storage  reservoirs  at  St.  Cleer.  \Tneii  this  is  done  there  should  be  ample 
pure  water  available  to  servo  all  the  needs  of  the  surrounding  area  for 
many  years  to  come,  and  it  will  then  bo  possible  to  consider  extending 
piped  water  supplies  to  manj^  villages,  hamlets  and  farms  which  arc  badly 
in  need  of  such  supplies. 
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the  development  of  water  supplies  the  need  will  aoon  ari-e 
saoisfactory  systems  of  sewage  disposal„  Because  of  the  hiWi 
cost  of  providing  such  systems  progress  must  necessarily  he  slow  and  in 
consequence  the  two  Rural  Districts,  in  which  the  principal  ?or 

^iis  service  exists,  have  agreed  on  a  scheme  of  priorities  for  the 
carrying  out  of  this  worko  Other  things  heing  equal,  places  sufforinc- 
nuisance  from  existing  unsatisfactory  methods  of  sewage  " 
disposal,  are  given  the  Highest  priority.  This  means  that  smaller^

These  statistics  indicate  that  in  1952  the  health  of  the  people  in 
the  Torpoint  Urban  District  was  up  to  the  average.  The  birth  rate  v/as 
higher  than  the  national  figure,  whilst  the  death  rate  was  slightly 
higher  than  that  for  England  and  Wales.  For  the  sixth  year  in"^ 
succession  there  were  no  maternal  deaths,  and  the  infant  mortality  rate 
was  almost  half  the  national  rate  and  was  the  lowoBt  in  No,  7  liealth 
Area,  Deaths  from  heart  disease,  cancer  and  cerebral  vascular  lesions 
were  more  numerous  than  during  1951. 

Infectious  Disease.  The  total  number  of  cases  notified  during  the 
year  -  69  in  all  -  represents  a  small  reduction  from  the  79  cases  notified 
in  I95I0  Of  the  total  of  69  no  less  than  54  were  cases  of  measles,  one 
of  which  proved  fatal.  Apart  from  this  there  were  no  cases  of  serious 
infectious  disease.
